following  Warrant  except  for  the  official  ballot  vote.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
borrow  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  pay  current  expenses  in 
anticipation  of  taxes,  or  take  any  other  action  relating 
thereto .

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
apply  for,  contract  for,  accept,  and  expend  any  and  all 
grants  or  other  funds  available  for  town  purposes  that  may 
now  or  hereafter  be  forthcoming  from  the  United  States 
Government,  State  of  New  Hampshire,  or  any  Federal,  State, 
private  agency  or  individual  sources,  m  accordance  with  the 
procedures  set  forth  in  RSA  31:95-b.

for  a  person  65  years  of  age  up  to  75  years, 
for  a  person  75  years  of  age  up  to  80  years, 
for  a  person  80  years  of  age  or  older,  $80,000.

SELECTMEN'S  REPORT  -  1990 


Francestown ' s  long  awaited  property  revaluation  was 
completed  in  early  November  of  1990  and  the  new  values  were 
used  for  computing  the  2nd  tax  bill  due  in  December.  The 
Selectmen  have  been  busy  with  the  abatement  process  and  will 
continue  to  work  the  issues  into  the  first  half  of  1991. 
Overall,  however,  the  revaluation  has  gone  very  well  with  a 
minimum  of  problems. 


The  Selectmen  and  the  "Budget  and  Advisory  Committee"  have 
been  reviewing  the  1991  budgets  with  the  Departments  and 
feel  that  we  will  have  a  minimal  increase  over  last  year. 


However,  the  school  spending  will  be  up  by  almost  10?i  At 
last  year's  School  District  Meeting,  the  voters  were  able  to 
reject  the  proposed  budget  and  save  the  District  Towns  about 
$600,000.  The  Selectmen  again  advise  the  voters  of 
Francestown  to  attend  the  District  Meeting  (this  year  on 
Saturday,  March  9)  and  have  a  vote  in  the  spending  of  their 
tax  dollars. 


Another  important  area  for  expense  is  in  the  cost  of  Solid 
Waste  Disposal.  Last  year  we  had  an  over-run  of  $7,330 
which  was  due  to  higher  than  anticipated  operations  cost  of 
our  share  of  the  Bennington  Landfill.  On  the  bright  side, 
we  instituted  mandatory  recycling  in  July  and  with 
everyone's  cooperation  the  program  has  been  successful.  The 
benefits  have  been  two  fold;  (1)  less  refuse  going  to  the 
land/fill;  (2)  money  back  from  the  residual  value  of  scrap 
material  and  glass. 


Finally,  I  want  to  thank  all  of  the  Boards,  Committees,  and 
Commissions  that  we  have  dealt  with  this  past  year.  The 
spirit  of  co-operation  has  been  outstanding  and  everyone's 
Job  is  made  somewhat  easier  when  we  are  all  pulling 
together . 

In  this  light,  there  are  several  vacancies  that  need 
appointments  and  the  Selectmen  will  need  volunteers.  Thank 
you .

We  have  audited  the  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Francestown,  New  Hampshire 
for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1990,  and  have  issued  our  report  thereon  dated  January  11, 
1991. 

In  planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of 
Francestown,  New  Hampshire  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1990,  we  considered  its  inter- 
nal control  structure  in  order  to  determine  our  auditing  procedures  for  the  purpose  of  express- 
ing our  opinion  on  the  financial  statements  and  not  to  provide  assurance  on  the  internal  control 
structure. 

The  management  of  the  Town  of  Francestown,  New  Hampshire  is  responsible  for 
establishing  and  maintaining  an  internal  control  structure.  In  fulfilling  this  responsibility, 
estimates  and  judgments  by  management  are  required  to  assess  the  expected  benefits  and  relat- 
ed costs  of  internal  control  structure  policies  and  procedures.  The  objectives  of  an  internal 
control  structure  are  to  provide  management  with  reasonable,  but  not  absolute,  assurance  that 
assets  are  safeguarded  against  loss  from  unauthorized  use  or  disposition,  and  that  transactions 
are  executed  in  accordance  with  management's  authorization  and  recorded  properly  to  permit 
the  preparation  of  financial  statements  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting  prin- 
ciples. Because  of  inherent  limitations  in  any  internal  control  structure,  errors  or  irregularities 
may  nevertheless  occur  and  not  be  detected.  Also,  projection  of  any  evaluation  of  the  struc- 
ture to  future  periods  is  subject  to  the  risk  that  procedures  may  become  inadequate  because  of 
changes  in  conditions  or  that  the  effectiveness  of  the  design  and  operadon  of  polices  and 
procedures  may  deteriorate. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  report,  we  have  classified  the  significant  internal  control  struc- 
ture policies  and  procedures  in  the  following  categories. 

Budget 

Cash  and  investments 

Revenue  and  receivables 

Expenditures  for  goods  and  services 

and  accounts  payable 
Payroll  and  related  liabilities 
Debt  and  debt  service  expenditures 
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For  all  of  the  control  categories  listed  above,  we  obtained  an  understanding  of  the 
design  of  relevant  policies  and  procedures  and  whether  they  have  been  placed  in  operation,  and 
we  assessed  control  risk. 

We  noted  certain  matters  involving  the  internal  control  structure  that  we  consider  to  be 
reportable  conditions  under  standards  established  by  the  American  Institute  of  Certified  Public 
Accountants.  Reportable  conditions  involve  matters  coming  to  our  attention  relating  to  signifi- 
cant deficiencies  in  the  design  or  operation  of  the  internal  control  structure  that  could,  in  our 
judgment,  adversely  affect  the  Town's  ability  to  record,  process,  summarize,  and  report  finan- 
cial data  consistent  with  the  assertions  of  Town  officials  in  the  financial  statements. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Bixby  Memorial  Library  maintain  no  accounting  records  other  than 
a  checkbook  and  the  related  bank  statements.  We  believe  that  at  a  minimum  cash  receipt  and 
disbursement  journals  and  documentation  which  supports  the  transactions  recorded  in  those 
journals  should  be  maintained  to  properly  account  for  the  municipal  funds  held  by  the  library 
trustees. 

A  material  weakness  is  a  condition  in  which  the  design  or  operation  of  the  specific 
internal  control  structure  elements  does  not  reduce  to  a  relatively  low  level  the  risk  that  errors 
or  irregularities  in  amounts  that  would  be  material  to  the  financial  statements  may  occur  and 
not  be  detected  within  a  timely  period  by  employees  in  the  normal  course  of  performing  their 
assigned  functions. 

Our  consideration  of  the  internal  control  structure  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all 
matters  in  the  internal  control  structure  that  might  be  reportable  conditions  and  accordingly, 
would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  conditions  that  are  considered  to  be  material  weaknesses  as 
defined  above.  However,  we  do  not  believe  the  reportable  condition  described  above  consti- 
tutes a  material  weakness. 

This  report  is  intended  for  the  information  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  This  restriction 
is  not  intended  to  limit  the  distribution  of  this  report,  which  is  a  matter  of  public  record.

REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 


During  Calendar  Year  1990,  the  State  of  Nev  Hampshire  experienced  an  average  number 
of  wildfires.   The  three  leading  causes  of  these  wildfires  were  fires  kindled 
without  a  fire  permit  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden,  permit  fires  that  escaped  control 
and  rekindled  fires.  All  of  these  fires  are  preventable,  but  ONLY  with  your  help. 

Please  help  your  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire  prevention. 
New  Hampshire  State  Law  (RSA  224 i 27  II)  requires  that,  'No  person,  firm  or 
corporation  shall  kindle  or  cause  to  be  kindled  any  fire  or  bum  or  cause  to  be 
burned  any  material  in  the  open,  except  when  the  ground  is  covered  with  snow, 
without  first  obtaining  a  written  fire  permit  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden  of  the 
town  where  the  burning  is  to  be  done.' 

Violations  of  RSA  224:27  II  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Bampshire 
are  Eiisdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $1,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail  and  you 
are  also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire,  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  assisted  many  towns  in 
wildland  fire  suppression  during  1990,  including  a  262  acre  fire  in  Moultonboro  and 
several  fires  in  Hooksett. 

In  1990,  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  trained  844  local  Wardens 
and  Deputy  Wardens  in  the  Incident  Command  System  (ICS),  an  incident  management 
system  for  all  types  of  emergencies.   In  1991,  Wardens  will  be  trained  in  the  use 
of  Class  A  foam  in  wildfire  suppression.

Report  of  the  Trustees 

Your  library  continued  to  increase  its  services  to  the 
people  of  Francestown  and  the  growth  trend  in  usage  by 
townspeople,  apparent  for  several  years,  continued  in  1990. 

The  Library  and  the  Francestown  Conservation  Commission 
joined  forces  to  purchase  and  distribute,  to  each  pupil  at 
the  Francestown  Elementary  School,  the  book  Fifty  Simple 
Things  You  Can  Do  to  Save  the  Earth.  The  distribution  was 
accomplished  on  the  20th  Annual  Earth  Day  at  which  each 
child  also  received  a  blue  spruce  tree.  The  book  was 
purchased,  in  part,  with  gifts  donated  to  the  Library  in 
memory  of  the  late  William  C.  MacAdam. 

This  activity  best  reflects  the  Trustees'  view  of  the 
Library's  primary  mission  in  town:  to  encourage  reading  and 
to  teach  library  usage  to  the  oncoming  generation;  and  to 
promulgate,  to  all  age  groups,  a  love  and  appreciation  of 
books  for  the  purpose  of  entertainment  and  learning. 

Accordingly,  the  Library  conducts  a  number  of  programs  aimed 
directly  at  the  young  people  of  Francestown  both  on  its  own 
and  in  conjunction  with  the  elementary  school.  The 
acquisition  of  a  computer  now  permits  electronic  access  to  a 
wide  base  of  data  from  the  State  Library  and  other  libraries 
in  the  State  system. 

We  have  attempted  to  make  the  Library  a  more  efficient  and 
pleasant  place  to  read,  study  and  browse  than  it  has  ever 
been.  We  have  increased  our  reference  works  availability 
through  various  acquisitions.  These,  and  other  activities, 
are  detailed  in  the  Librarian's  Report  elsewhere  in  the  Town 
Report . 

The  Library  is  fortunate  in  having  a  dedicated  staff 
professionally  directed  by  Betty  James,  Librarian.  The 
staff  includes  Kim  Dalley,  Assistant  Librarian;  Sirkka  Holm, 
Nell  Pitchard,  Library  Assistants;  Kathy  Marx,  Sue  Slamin, 
Custodians . 

The  Trustees  are  grateful  to  the  Library's  patrons,  the 
people  of  Francestown,  whose  enthusiastic  interest  spurs 
both  Staff  and  Trustees  to  greater  efforts  in  behalf  of  this 
important  Francestown  asset.

With  per  capita  use  o£  the  library  (items  checked  out,  not 
questions  answered,  copier  use,  program  attendance,  or  in 
house  use  o£  materials)  at  ten  items  per  year,  the  library 
has  remained  active.  Assistant  Librarian,  Kim  Dalley,  and 
Library  Assistants,  Nel  Pitchard  and  Sirkka  Holm,  have 
continued  as  capable  staff. 

Lights  over  the  magazine  rack  and  daily  subscriptions  to  the 
Union  Leader  and  the  Wall  Street  Journal  increased  the  use 
of  the  reading  room,  which  already  held  two  comfortable 
chairs.  Previously,  the  magazines  were  almost  impossible  to 
browse  on  dark  afternoons  or  during  evening  hours. 

The  reading  room  houses  the  perennial  book  sale  shelf. 
Hardcovers  are  $.25,  paperbacks  are  $.10,  and  the  selection 
is  always  changing. 

Besides  word  processing  and  budget  preparation  and  manage- 
ment, the  new  computer  will  allow  access  to  the  State 
Library's  database  of  libraries'  holdings.  If  you  want  a 
book  that  we  do  not  have,  we  will  be  able  to  find  out  which 
library  in  the  state  does  own  it.  We  should  then  be  able  to 
borrow  the  item  for  your  use. 

In  1990,  the  library  was  given  another  grant  from  the  NH 
State  Council  on  the  Arts  which  brought  the  Pontine  Move- 
ment Theatre  to  town.  Although  the  evening  performance  was 
not  age  appropriate  despite  lovely  props,  the  workshops 
held  earlier  in  the  day  for  each  elementary  school  class 
were  appropriate  and  well  received. 

Francestown  is  a  member  of  a  library  cooperative  of  over 
twenty  libraries  in  the  region.  Many  of  these  libraries 
have  banded  together  to  start  a  video  collection  which  will 
rotate  between  participating  towns.  By  mid-year,  1991,  we 
should  have  a  small  selection  of  videos  to  add  to  the  Civil 
War  series  purchased  in  1990  with  special  funds. 

We  are  always  grateful  to  families,  patrons  and  friends  who 
remember  the  library.  Donations  of  time,  books  (and  other 
materials)  and  funds  have  helped  improve  our  collection  and 
services.  Betsy  Wiederhold  has  given  many  hours  of  work  to 
maintain  the  memorial  gardens  in  front  of  the  library. 

This  is  your  library,  please  stop  in  and  see  what  we  have  to 
offer  or  let  us  know  how  we  might  better  serve  you.

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BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT  -  1990 


By  authority  granted  under  New  Hampshire  Revised 
Statues  Annotated  and  the  Francestown  Zoning  Ordinance  the 
Board  of  Adjustment  is  empowered  to  grant  "Special 
Exceptions"  under  and  "Variances"  from  the  provisions  of  the 
Zoning  Ordinance  and  also  hear  appeals  from  Administrative 
decisions  involving  the  interpretation  of  the  Zoning 
Ordinance.  Copies  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance,  forms  for 
applications  and  information  on  filing  fees  and  other 
charges  are  available  at  the  Town  Offices. 

During  1990  the  Board  consisted  of  Guy  A.  Swenson,  Jr., 
Chairman:  Taisto  T.  Holm,  Vice-Chairman ;  Richard  S.  Mikula , 
Clerk;  Herbert  A.  Fincher  and  Robert  Currier.  Alternates 
were  Donald  A.  Pettee ,  Dean  L.  Mottard  and  Richard  Kiczek. 

The  severe  down-turn  in  the  economy  resulted  in  greatly 
reduced  activity  for  the  Board  of  Adjustment  during  1990. 
Although  the  Board  met  seven  times,  it  dealt  with  only  two 
applications  for  variances  (one  granted,  the  other  denied) 
and  one  request  for  a  special  exception  (granted)  which  had 
been  filed  in  December  1989.  One  application  for  a  variance 
was  withdrawn  before  a  hearing  was  held. 

In  December  1990  the  Superior  Court  upheld,  after 
trial,  the  granting  of  special  exceptions  by  the  Board  of 
Adjustment  in  December  1987.  These  special  exceptions 
related  to  development  of  hotel  units  at  Tory  Pines  by  FTF 
Trust.  This  suit,  although  successfully  defended  by  the 
Town,  cost  the  Town  in  excess  of  $14,000.00  in  attorneys 
fees  and  expenses. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  Board  are  scheduled  for  the 
second  Thursday  of  each  month  but  may  be  canceled.  All 
meetings  are  open  to  the  public.

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THE  199  0  REPORT  OF  THE  FRANCESTOWN  PLANNING  BOARD 


Highlights  of  a  year  that  has  seen  a  considerable  reduction 
in  the  Planning  Board's  workload  include: 

1 .  In  March  the  Board  adopted  new  Sand  and  Gravel 
Regulations  which  i)  incorporated  significant  changes 
mandated  by  the  State  legislature  in  1989  and  ii) 
included  provisions  for  notifying  excavators  of  their 
responsibilities  under  the  new  law. 

2 .  In  September  the  Board  voted  to  adopt  special  Site 
Plan  Regulations  which  allow,  but  do  not  require,  the 
Planning  Board  to  waive  the  requirement ( s )  of  any  local 
zoning  ordinance  or  regulation  for  public  utility 
projects  which  meet  certain  specified  criteria. 

3.  In  September  the  Board  co-sponsored  -  along  with 
the  Conservation  Commission  -  a  workshop  dealing  with 
road  management  issues. 

4 . An  updated  Capital  Improvements  Program,  details  of 
which  may  be  found  elsewhere  in  the  Town  report,  was 
prepared  in  January  of  1991. 

5.  The  Board  approved  4  new  subdivision  applications: 
Whittemore  on  Scobie  Pond  Road;  J.H.P.  Partnership  on 
Crotched  Mountain;  Tempone  on  Dodge  Hill  Road,  and; 
Behrsing  on  Garrish  Road.  A  total  of  10  new  lots  were 
approved  making  a  net  increase  of  6  lots  during  the 
1990  calendar  year.  In  addition  3  applications  for 
annexation  to  the  Town  Forest  by  Schultz  and  Merrill 
were  approved. 

The  Board  also  granted  site  plan  approval  to  J.H.P. 
Partnership  for  construction  of  a  mobile  phone 
communications  tower  on  Crotched  Mountain  and  to  New 
England  Telephone  for  equipment  cabinets  on  Red  House 
Road,  Pleasant  Pond  Road,  Poor  Farm  Road,  Bible  Hill 
Road  and  the  Second  New  Hampshire  Turnpike  South. 

In  addition  to  the  above  activities,  the  Board  also  voted  to 
place  an  article  on  this  year's  warrant  for  the  purpose  of 
establishing  an  Historic  District  Commission  (See  Article 
6).  The  Board's  objective  in  making  this  proposal  is  to 
provide  a  vehicle  with  the  requisite  focus,  time  and  energy 
to  pursue  a  study  of  ways  of  preserving  community 
character  -  including  the  creation  of  an  historic  district 
or  districts  -  as  recommended  by  the  Master  Plan.  The 
establishment  of  this  Commission  in  no  way  commits  the  Town 
to  the  adoption  of  an  Historic  District  Ordinance.  Unless 
the  Town  later  adopted  such  an  ordinance,  the  Commission's 
only  responsibility  would  be  to  assist  the  Planning  Board  in 
conducting  research,  in  assessing  the  desirability  of  an 
historic  district  and  in  preparing  the  content  of  an 
historic  district  ordinance,  if  such  a  preservation  measure 
appears  necessary  and/or  desirable.  We  seek  your  support 
for  this  important  informational  and  educational  effort. 
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Once  again  we  would  like  to  thank  all  of  you  who  have 
supported  us  by  attending  our  meetings  and  to  give  special 
recognition  to  the  Conservation  Commission  and  to  the  Road 
Improvement  Sub-committee  for  their  on-going  assistance  with 
various  Board  projects.  If  you  are  not  already  in  the  habit 
of  participating  in  Planning  Board  activities,  please 
consider  joining  us  in  1991.   We  need  and  want  your  input.

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FRANCESTOWN ' S  SIX  YEAR  (1991-1996) 
CAPITAL  IMPROVEMENT  PROGRAM 


The  Town's  Capital  Improvement  Program  (CIP),  which  was 
updated  in  January  of  1991,  serves  three  basic  functions: 

1.  First  and  foremost,  the  CIP  is  a  valuable  planning 
tool  which  should  help  the  Town  to  anticipate,  co- 
ordinate and  manage  its  capital  expenditures. 

2.  The  CIP  will  provide  part  of  the  basis  for 
developing  an  impact  fee  system  which  will  require  a 
developer,  under  certain  circumstances,  to  offset  some 
of  the  increased  cost  to  the  Town  caused  by  his 
pro  ject . 

3.  The  CIP  will  be  essential  for  the  development  of 
any  growth  management  ordinances  if,  in  the  future,  the 
Town  should  determine  growth  management  to  be 
necessary. 

The  updated  plan,  which  was  developed  with  input  from  the 
Town's  various  departments,  commissions  and  committees, 
remains  essentially  unchanged  from  last  year.  It  is  a 
conservative  program:  of  total  net  expenditures,  23% 
represents  long  term  debt  previously  incurred  by  the  Town 
(equipment  purchases);  54%  represents  reserves  for  on-going 
programs  such  as  equipment  replacement,  land  fill  closure 
and  land  acquisition  projects  which  the  Town  has  endorsed 
and  supported  over  the  years;  17%  represents  a  yet  to  be 
initiated,  but  important,  road  improvements  program,  and; 
6%  represents  miscellaneous  Town  improvements.  Effort  has 
been  made  to  co-ordinate  the  timing  of  the  CIP  expenditures 
within  the  plan  as  well  as  with  projected  developments  in 
the  county,  school  and  local  budget  assessments  so  that  the 
impact  on  the  tax  rate  is  minimized.  (For  further  detail 
refer  to  our  newsletters  or  contact  the  Board.) 

The  one  aspect  of  the  program  that  has  yet  to  be  fully 
implemented  is  the  Road  Improvement  Program,  the  rationale 
for  which  was  outlined  in  last  year's  Town  report.  The 
Board  is  hopeful  that  this  year  voters  will  elect  to 
initiate  this  program.  (See  the  reports  of  the  Road  Agent 
and  the  Road  Improvement  Program  Sub-committee  for  more 
information . ) 

Specifics  of  the  1991  CIP  as  recommended  by  the  Planning 
Board  are  listed  in  Column  2  of  Exhibit  1,  below.  Also 
included  in  Exhibit  1  are  the  warrants  as  actually  proposed 
by  the  departments  (Column  3).  Footnotes  indicate  whether 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Committee  recommend 
approval  of  a  particular  item. 

It  is  the  ultimate  responsibility  of  the  voters  to  determine 
the  costs  to  be  incurred  by  your  Town.  The  CIP  is  prepared  - 
and  this  summary  is  provided  -  to  assist  you  in  your 
decision  making.

REPORT  OF  ROAD  IMPROVEMENT  PROGRAM 

The  Road  Improvement  Program  Sub-Committee  was  established 
in  May  of  1989  by  the  Planning  Board  to  help  develop  a  long 
term  road  improvement  program  for  inclusion  in  the  Capital 
Improvement  Program. 

PURPOSE : 

1 .  To  recommend  an  appropriate  sum  of  money  to  be  spent 
each  year  to  improve  the  roads  of  Francestown. 

2.  To  recommend  a  6  year  plan  of  roads  to  be  improved, 
listing  roads  and  work  to  be  done  on  each. 

3.  To  make  recommendations  to  improve  the  operations  of 
the  Highway  Department. 

FUNDING  RECOMMENDATIONS: 

1.  We  recommend  a  sum  of  $50,000  per  year  to  be  spent 
on  the  Highway  Improvement  Program  each  year. 

2.  The  $50,000  annual  fund  to  be  obtained  as  follows: 

a.  $25,000  of  the  Highway  Budget  (Reconstruction 
of  Roads)  to  be  designated  on  a  given  road. 

b.  $25,000  to  be  raised  by  a  warrant   article  each 
year  listing  actual  location(s)  of  work  to  be 
done .

2.  Paving  of  hills  is  recommended  to  reduce  the  maintenance 
cost  of  erosion.  (Wilson  Hill  Road  was  chosen  for  1991  to 
preserve  the  improvements  made  in   199  0.) 

3.  Each  highway  improvement  project  to  include  money  for 
proper   clean-up  and  landscaping. 

4.  Dead  end  roads  to  be  marked  at  entrance. 

5.  Turnouts  to  be  evaluated  on  narrow  roads. 

6.  Fire  Department  water  holes  to  be  marked  and  kept  open 
year  round.

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ROAD  AGENT'S  REPORT  -  199  0 

The  1990  winter  was  relatively  easy  in   the  cost  department. 
I  was  able  to   cut  salt  usage  by   about  25%    by  going  with   a 
mixture  of  salt  and  sand.   Overall,  approximately  $10,000 
from  the   Highway  Maintenance   budget  was   not  spent   due  in 
part  by  this  action. 

The  C.I.P  regravelling  project  of  County  Road  North  covering 
about  one  mile  was  completed  early  and  was  in  my  opinion, 
very  successful.  I  hope  to  complete  the  County  Road  North 
regravelling  project  this  year. 

Scobie  Pond  Road  ditching  and  drainage  project  was  completed 
and  the  money  held  in  escrow  (Impact  Fee)  for  this  project 
was  used  to  pay  for  it.  Also  in  conjunction  with  the  Robson 
Corporation,  a  major  ditching  and  gravel  resurfacing  of 
about  1/2  mile  was  completed.

The  pieces  of  used  equipment  bought  from  State  Surplus 
Auction  have  been  very  satisfactory.

A  $25,000  warrant  article  is  requested  to  pave  Wilson 
Hill  Road  as  part  of  the  C.I.P.  The  only  project  not 
completed  for  various  reasons  were  the  turn-arounds  on  Dead 
End  Roads  and  certain  turn-outs.  This  will  be  a  top  priority 
this  year  to  get  this  completed.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  -  1990  TOWN  REPORT 


While  our  pace  slowed  up  a  little  bit  in  1990,  it  was  still 
another  busy  and  eventful  year.  Land  protection  again  took 
most  of  our  time,  as  new  projects  protected  114.9  acres, 
while  we  also  finished  the  second  LCIP  (Land  Conservation 
Investment  Program)  project.  Efforts  to  submit  a  third 
project  fell  short,  as  easement  donations  simply  did  not 
materialize  in  time.  Prior  to  the  third  and  last  round  of 
the  program  (local  portion),  Francestown ' s  two  successful 
projects  accounted  for  24%  of  the  land  protected  in  all  of 
Hillsborough  County  and  for  18%  of  the  state  funds  spent  in 
all  of  Hillsborough  County  under  the  LCIP.  The  new  110.8 
acres  consists  of  the  61.8  acre  outright  donation  by  Richard 
C.  Merrill  and  a  53.1  acre  Conservation  Easement  donation  by 
Harriet  Cope  to  the  SPNHF.  The  Merrill  land  has  been 
annexed  to  the  Crotched  Mountain  Town  Forest,  which  now 
totals  630  acres.  The  Conservation  Fund  again  proved  its 
worth,  as  we  had  the  necessary  money  available  to  pay 
expenses  associated  with  the  donation. 

We  realize  that  in  these  current  hard  times,  people  may  not 
consider  land  protection  to  be  a  priority.  However,  we 
presently  have  more  opportunities  than  we  can  realistically 
pursue.  Many  of  these  opportunities  are  a  direct  result  of 
the  current  economy.  There  has  not  been  a  better  time  to 
acquire  significant  parcels  of  land.  With  this  in  mind,  the 
restoring  of  state  funding  for  local  projects  is  already 
being  discussed  in  Concord. 

The  10  year  Forestry  Management  Plan  is  in  progress.  The 
completion  of  the  plan  was  delayed  along  with  finishing  the 
second  LCIP  project.  As  a  result,  we  do  not  have  the 
details  we  need  to  continue  discussion  of  the  plan  at  this 
time.  The  forester  says  he  is  impressed  with  what  he  has 
seen  of  the  forests  to-date,  but  the  tree  growth  is 
generally  young. 

Our  Earth  Day  celebration  included  the  annual  roadside 
clean-up  and  a  hike  through  Crotched  Mountain  Town  Forest, 
which  was  attended  by  approximately  20  residents.  We  again 
distributed  tree  seedlings  to  the  elementary  school  students 
and  continued  to  monitor  the  Planning  Board. 

As  we  enter  1991,  we  have  two  possible  easement  donations  to 
pursue  as  well  as  the  challenge  of  raising  funds  without  the 
state  LCIP.  After  four  years  of  negotiations,  200  acres  on 
Crotched  Mountain  (including  two-thirds  of  the  south  face) 
is  available  should  funding  become  available.  This  is  some 
of  the  most  significant  land  in  town  for  conservation.  We 
are  hopeful  that  we  can  raise  the  money  we  need.  We  thank 
you  for  your  past,  and  hopefully  continued,  support  of  our 
activities.

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FRANCESTOWN  RECREATION  COMMISSION  -  199  0 


The  Recreation  Commission  continues  to  support  programs  for 
the  youth  of  our  town  and  some  programs  for  adults.  Ongoing 
activities  sponsored  by  the  Commission  are  Aerobics  classes 
that  meet  on  Monday  and  Wednesday  evenings  from  6  to  7 
o'clock  and  on  Saturday  mornings  when  possible  year  round 
with  12  to  18  women  and  men  participating.  Pam  Nation 
continues  as  certified  instructor  of  these  classes.  During 
July  and  August  she  also  led  less  strenuous  Stretch  and  Tone 
classes  two  mornings  a  week.  Fees  cover  all  expenses  of 
this  program.  The  Town  allows  usage  of  the  Town  Hall. 
Also,  Contra  Dancing  continues  on  the  second  Saturday  night 
of  every  month  in  the  Town  Hall.  Our  thanks  goes  to  Jean 
Suomala  for  hiring  the  musicians,  publicity,  and  generally 
overseeing  these  dances.  If  you  have  any  questions  or  want 
to  know  more  about  Contra  Dancing  please  call  her. 

For  the  past  several  years  the  Recreation  Commission  has 
been  trying  to  make  skating  available  in  town.  Planning 
included  discussions  with  the  Selectmen  and  the  Town's 
insurance  carrier  and  attorney.  Last  year  we  purchased 
equipment  to  clear  the  ice  of  snow  and  to  spray  water  to 
maintain  a  usable  surface.  Attempts  to  create  an  area  on 
Scobie  Pond  off  the  Town  Beach  were  not  successful  as  high 
winds  and  blowing  snow  were  a  problem  in  that  exposed  area. 
After  Christmas  1990  we  began  monitoring  the  ice  at  the  Town 
Dam,  purchased  some  used  hockey  goals,  and  in  early  January 
1991  began  grooming  the  ice.  Bob  Podsadowski  checks  ice 
conditions  and  posts  no  skating  signs  when  it  is  unsafe  to 
skate.  There  is  no  supervision  provided,  but  all  residents 
are  welcome  to  skate  or  play  hockey. 

The  spring  season  brought  about  75  boys  and  girls  to  sign  up 
for  four  Pee  Wee  and  one  Little  League  team.  Our  thanks  go 
to  Paul  Lawrence,  Kevin  and  Carol  Ivester,  George  Sloan, 
Harry  Murray,  Reed  Miller,  Rob  Ames  and  David  Hallen  for 
coaching  these  teams.  Ed  Farhm  continues  to  represent  us 
at  Crotched  Mountain  League  meetings.  Recreation  Funds 
purchased  additional  equipment  for  the  teams.  Special 
thanks  goes  to  the  Francestown  Improvement  and  Historical 
Society  for  use  and  upkeep  of  the  Underhill  Field. 

The  major  expenses  of  the  Recreation  Commission  is 
maintenance  of  the  Town  Beach  and  provision  of  lifeguards 
and  swimming  lessons.  This  year  the  Commission  negotiated  a 
new  lease  after  the  25  year  lease  with  Henry  Humphreys  ran 
out.  After  several  communications  and  a  meeting  with  Henry 
and  his  son  Keith  Humphreys,  the  Selectmen,  and  Recreation 
Commission  in  January,  we  agreed  to  renew  the  lease  every 
five  years  and  to  make  major  improvements  to  the  beach  site. 
Several  trees  were  removed,  the  large  boulders  were  moved  to 
make  a  retaining  wall,  and  an  area  adjacent  to  the  former 
developed  part  of  the  beach  was  graded,  loamed  and  seeded  to 
provide  an  area  to  sit  in  the  shade.  Approximately  150 
feet  of  the  lake  front  is  now  usable  as  a  beach,  with  the 
remaining  50  feet  of  the  leased  land  untouched  as  a  natural 
area.   With  this   reconstruction  the  beach  is  now  much  more 
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usable  for  a  growing  community.  There  are  two  flat  areas 
for  sunbathing,  and  with  the  addition  of  8  additional  loads 
of  sand  gratis  Francestown  Sand  and  Gravel  the  terrain  Is 
now  all  sand!  Most  of  this  work  was  accomplished  In  a  very- 
long  day's  work  near  the  end  of  June.  Our  thanks  go  to  Kris 
Stewart,  Rick  and  Steve  Miller,  and  Scott  Sanderson  for 
donating  time  and  machinery  to  do  the  Job,  to  Gary  Paige, 
John  Lunan ,  for  their  time,  and  to  the  Lanoie'a  for  their 
support.  Due  to  these  improvements  the  usage  of  the  beach 
was  up  somewhat.  We  hope  those  of  you  who  have  never 
visited  or  were  not  satisfied  with  the  beach  condition  will 
give  it  a  try  this  summer.  Recreation  funds  also  provided 
for  a  portable  toilet,  a  telephone  for  emergencies,  ropes, 
buoys,  repairs  to  the  raft,  and  testing  of  the  water  by  the 
State.  We  were  able  to  keep  the  beach  open  seven  days  a 
week  this  summer  as  we  were  fortunate  to  hire  two 
Francestown  residents  as  lifeguarde. 

Shauna  Sipe  taught  Red  Cross  swimming  lessons  to  60  children 
during  three  one-week  sessions.  The  majority  took  lessons 
for  two  weeks  but  some  were  able  to  attend  all  three  weeks. 
Kara  McNeil  served  as  assistant.  Fees  for  lessons  offset  a 
small  part  of  the  beach  costs.  Jonathan  Rice  was  lifeguard 
during  the  lessons  and  shared  the  lifeguarding  with  Shauna 
during  the  summer.  A  special  thanks  goes  to  Shauna  and 
Jonathan  for  work  on  the  buoys,  ropes  and  raft. 

Twenty-eight  Francestown  youngsters  took  tennis  lessons  on 
the  F.I.H.S.  courts.  Instructors  Carol  Lunan  and  Cher 
Barker  after  many  years  of  volunteering  were  paid  a  small 
stipend  this  year.  We  appreciate  their  dedication  to  the 
tennis  program  and  taking  time  to  include  videos  and  printed 
materials  from  the  USTA .  Our  thanks  to  Dana  Hill  for 
volunteering  his  time  to  work  with  the  more  advanced  group. 
Fees  cover  the  cost  of  this  program. 

Conval  Kickers  Soccer  Training  Camp  was  again  offered  here 
in  town  by  Peter  Ketchum,  Martin  Kelley,  and  the  Commission. 
Twenty-four  children  attended  the  weeklong  session  of 
instruction  and  play.  The  cost  for  this  camp  is  covered 
entirely  by  parents.  Recreation  handles  the  sign-ups  and 
allows  free  usage  of  Underhill  Field  and  the  soccer  goals  or 
the  Town  Hall  in  inclement  weather. 

Andy's  Playhouse  did  not  run  a  workshop  here  last  summer  as 
attendance  the  last  several  years  did  not  make  it  feasible. 

Our  thanks  also  to  Tory  Pines  Resort  for  providing  Junior 
PGA  Golf  to  local  youths  at  a  very  minimal  fee. 

Paul  Lawrence  coached  an  all  Francestown  Grade  3-4  soccer 
team.  Practices  were  held  on  Underhill  Field,  but  due  to 
limited  field  space  all  "home'  games  had  to  be  played  in 
Peterborough. 

Halloween  was  again  celebrated  at  the  Town  Hall  by  over  200 
adults  and  children.  Many  thanks  to  all  who  donated  food, 
to  the  Fire  Department  Auxiliary  for  decorating,  to  Claudia 
Zahn   for   getting   out   flyers   and   making   the   necessary 
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telephone  calls  and  especially  to  Jim  Barker  for  tne  Hay 
Rides,  and  to  Pam  and  Tony  DeWitt,  Leslie  Stewart  and  Patti 
and  Bill  McNeil  and  their  crew  for  providing  a  fine  Spook 
House. 

The  Recreation  Commission  is  presently  looking  for  a  flat 
field  to  convert  into  a  soccer/baseball  field.  If  anyone 
has  such  a  field  to  donate,  sell,  lease,  or  allow  use  of, 
please  contact  one  of  the  members.

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POLICE  REPORT  FOR  199  0 


In  1990  the  Police  Department  saw  a  small  increase  in  calls 
for  service.  The  increase  was  about  2%  for  calls  that  an 
Officer  had  to  respond  to  and  3%  for  incoming  phone  calls. 
We  focused  more  of  our  patrol  time  to  the  outlying  areas  of 
town  as  we  had  another  rash  of  burglaries.  With  some  luck 
and  a  lot  of  help  from  Bedford  Police,  Manchester  Police, 
and  the  State  Police  arrests  have  been  made  in  all  but  two. 
A  great  deal  of  time  was  spent  on  the  investigations  and 
more  will  be  spent  before  the  Court  proceedings  are  over. 
With  the  poor  economy  and  the  rise  in  the  Drug  problem, 
theft  and  burglary  will  continue  to  be  on  the  rise.  I  hope 
that  when  any  of  you  see  a  strange  car  or  someone  you  do  not 
know,  get  a  license  plate  number  or  description  and  call. 
It  may  be  nothing  but  if  there  is  some  problem  in  the  area 
we  have  some  place  to  start  looking  for  the  people  that  may 
have  been  involved. 

As  most  of  you  know  Lt .  Charles  "Shep"  Burrage  left  the 
Department  the  first  of  the  year  to  open  a  Camp  Ground  in 
Utah.   We  will  miss  him. 

David  Ballou  was  added  as  a  new  Officer  in  December.  David 
has  been  with  the  New  Boston  Police  Department  for  a  number 
of  years  and  is  a  welcome  addition  to  our  Department.  David 
lives  at  the  South  end  of  Town  and  will  be  available  during 
the  day  to  help  with  School  traffic  and  patrols. 

With  the  Ski  Area  closed  this  summer  and  fall,  traffic 
summons  were  off  from  last  year  with  the  exception  of  D.W.I, 
arrests.  We  arrested  17  people  for  D.W.I,  in  1990.  This 
past  fall  the  Department  arrested  someone  for  D.W.I,  nine 
weeks  in  a  row.  Most  of  the  people  arrested  were  from  the 
local  area  and  seemed  to  be  ]ust  passing  thru  town. 

I  have  asked  for  $43,000.00  budget  for  1991.  This  is  the 
same  budget  as  199  0  and  we  were  under  budget  by  about 
$400.00  I  see  no  reason  why  this  amount  should  not  be 
sufficient  for  the  upcoming  year.  I  would  like  to  thank  the 
Towns  people  who  supported  the  $5,000.00  increase  last  Town 
Meeting  that  made  it  possible  to  keep  up  with  the  demands 
put  on  the  Department  this  past  year.  Without  the  increase 
it  would  have  been  impossible  to  stay  within  our  budget.

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1990  Public  Assistance  Administrator's  Report 

The  current  economy  has  finally  impacted  on  the  assistance 
needs  of  Francestown  residents,  and  in  anticipation  of 
increased  demands,  the  budget  request  for  1991  is  $5000. 
Only  $2000  has  been  allocated  for  Town  assistance  since 
1983.  1990  was  the  first  year  that  the  budgetary 
allocation  has  been  exceeded. 

Although  the  laws  of  NH  make  the  towns  responsible  for 
those   in   need,   applicants   must   formally   apply   for 
assistance  if  the  need  is  beyond  an  immediate  emergency. 
Most  requests  for  services  are  for  assistance  in  housing 
payments,  utility  bills,  and  food.   In  most  instances  the 
town  funding  is  short  term.   A  major  part  of  the  workload, 
after  substantiating  need  and  eligibility,  is  to  assist 
clients  in  accessing  state  and  federal  programs  for  fuel 
assistance  and  food   stamps.    It   is   expected  that   the 
caseload  will  increase  as  residents'  unemployment  benefits 
cease  and  savings  are  exhausted.   Also,  until  the  economy 
begins   to   stabilize,   applications   from   underemployed 
selfemployed  residents  are  expected. 

The  community  at  large  assisted  greatly  this  year.  Area 
churches  (Francestown  Community  Church,  All  Saint's  Church 
of  Peterborough,  St.  Patrick's  of  Bennington)  provided 
f oodbaskets/monies  at  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas.  The 
Women's  Guild  of  the  Community  Church  and  the  Francestown 
Improvement  and  Historical  Society  gave  substantial  gifts 
to  help  provide  Christmas  to  several  Francestown  families. 

OPERATION  SANTA,  sponsored  by  the  Peterborough  Rotary  Club/ 
Chamber  of  Commerce  again  provided  Christmas  gifts  for 
several  children  and  adults.  Francestown  Cadette  troop  #367 
prepared  jams  and  breads  for  many  of  the  town  "seniors"  and 
assisted  me  in  delivering  holiday  plants  to  many. 

Also,  the  Community  Church  of  Francestown  continues  to  have 
emergency  supplies  and  food  available  for  residents.  So 
there  are  no  delays  in  getting  the  emergency  assistance  to 
those  in  need,  the  Service  Committee,  in  cooperation  with 
the  Town,  has  stocked  necessary  items.  If  you  would  like  to 
assist  them  in  their  collection/preparation,  contact  a 
member  of  the  Service  Committee  directly. 

Please  keep  in  mind  that  all  inquiries  and  cases  are  confi- 
dential and  not  a  matter  of  public  record.   Please  contact 
me  if  you  have  any  further  questions  about  services  avail- 
able.
